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REMARKS 

In this Amendment, Applicant has Claims 13 and 29. Claims 13 and 29 have 
been amended to overcome the rejection and further specify the embodiments of the 
present invention. It is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been introduced by 
the amended claims. All claims are now present for examination and favorable 
reconsideration is respectfully requested in view of the preceding amendments and the 
following comments. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103 : 

Claims 10 - 20 and 28 - 33 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103, as 
allegedly being obvious and unpatentable over Ishida et al. (US Patent 6,069,609), 
hereinafter Ishida. 

Applicant traverses the rejection. It is respectfully submitted that in view of the 
presently claimed invention, the rejection has been overcome. In particular, the 
disclosure in Ishida, "the human eye senses flicker when it occurs at low brightness 
levels "(column 19, lines 7 to 9), does not mean that flicker occurs at low brightness 
levels rather than high brightness levels, but means that flicker is noticeable at low 
brightness levels. It is evident from the disclosure of Ishida that flicker occurs at specific 
levels, such as at the levels 3, 7, 19 and 23, over the 28-shade gray scale of FIG. 18. 
According to Ishida, weighting is applied at specific levels over the 28 shade gray scale , 
not "the lower the gradation level, the larger the weighting" (FIG. 19). Ishida discloses 
that flicker occurs at specific gray-scale levels and hence dithering is applied at these 
specific gray-scale levels, not only in low but also in high ranges to avoid flicker. 

Claim 10 of the present invention requires that "weighting being applied to each 
dither coefficient, the lower the gradation level, the larger the weighting." Claim 28 of 
the present invention requires that " adding the coefficient signal to the input signal at

gradation levels equal to or lower than a predetermined level," at which gradation is 
otherwise degraded due to reverse-gamma correction, as disclosed in the specification 
(page 40, lines 26 to 33). It is respectfully submitted that Ishida does not disclose nor 
teach any of these features in Claims 10 and 28. 

In addition, the amendments in Claims 13 and 29 further specify the relationship 
between the selector and the adjustor. According to FIG. 17, the dither coefficients 
selected by the selector 33 and carried by the output pattern signal, as shown in FIGS. 21 
and 22, are adjusted by the adjuster 34 so that the sum total of the dither coefficients 
carried by the output pattern signal is zero, as shown in FIG. 23. 

Ishida discloses that the dither pattern generator that generates dither coefficients 
having the sum total of which may be zero (FIG. 15). However, Ishida does not disclose 
nor teach a selector to select dither coefficients generated by the dither pattern generator 
and an adjuster to adjust the selected dither coefficients so that the sum total of the dither 
coefficients is zero, as required in the presently amended Claims 13 and 29 as well as 
their dependent claims (page 33, lines 28 to 34). 

Therefore, nowhere in prior art has suggestion or incentive to modify Ishida to 
achieve the invention as currently claimed. One of ordinary skilled in the art would not 
discern the present invention at the time of its invention. Accordingly, withdrawal of the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 is respectfully requested.
